—The Thritty Cherokees.—

Mixico, December 24th, 1885 — 
After bricf visit to “God's coun 
try,” to spend. the season 
among home folk, we again turged ou: 
faces southward to continue edplora 
tions in t Land of the Mont gums. 

The weather was at its worst the day 
we left Chicago, with winds (bitter 
enough to bite the marrow 1& one’s 
bunes—too cold even to snow. The 
shortest possible time in which the 
trip from Chicago to the border of the 
Rio Grande can be made is five day- 
end four nights; but the route ts vi 
such ever-varying interest ang th 
railroad accommodations so perfect— 
with botel cars and Pulimao cuaches 
—that it does not grow tedious. |

Advancing tides of 
divilizatwn, flowing from the eastward 
-@nd the westward, meet and clash 
here, and are bound to carry all ob- 
stacles before them. Th best friends 
of the Iodians are not those senti 
Mentalists who advocate the let-them 


, slone policy, but those who counse! 


them to lay aside their bows and 
thankets and chronic laziness for the 
customs of civilization and the le-s 
congenial! but more profitable pursuits 
of agriculture. 
As our present “zigzagging” is con: 
@gcted for pleasure and in pursuit of 
igtormation, witnout fixed liniit of 
time to be c osumed, let us s and 
pay a visitto Cmef Bushyhead, of the 
rokee Nation, aud make a tnpto 
TAHLEQUAH, 
their capital. The intter town is 
located about thirty miles from the 
railroad station to teach which we 
leave the Missouri Pacific road at Mus- 
kogee and ride 10 « cart (drawn by 4 
horse and a mule) over an attractive 
stRtch of rolling prairie. Five miles 
out is a river, where we wait an-hour 
or two till the old time ferry-boat gets 
itself into position to carry us over, 
The farther we progress from the 
Yankee railroad, the more interesting 
the country becomes—lIodian farms 
with reaches of lately-planted word 
land, extensive orchards, immense 
fields where corn and wheat thrive in 
thier season,and countless herds of fine 
cattle and horses. Whoever visits the 
Cherokees expecting to find a band of 
savages sleeping in wigwams and 
wehring war paint and blankets, will 
be greatiy disappointed. Losterd they 
ate as thrifty, pro«perous and irtelli- 
gent as most agricultural communities, 
retaining little evidence of belonging 
to the “noble race of red men” whom 
Cooper loved to portray. Thouzh 
Geecended directiy from aboriginal 
stuck, they dressand act like civ: lized 
white folks, and to day furnish an ex 
@mple which miy well be followed by 
Other nations of the earth? Por instance 
with citizen population of 25.500. 
it has not one able-bodi-d pauper, and 
has no indebteaness, either national or 
individual. Itowns, as a commugity, 
no leas than twelve million acres of ex- 
ceptionaliy fine land, and lays claim 
to about three milliva five hundred 
thousand acres more. It levies no 
taxes, because it has no use for them; 
but hus invested to ite credit, in Vartéd 


and State securitie., more than 


$2,000.009, the mterest of which sus 
oy ite schools and public in-titutioas.

ONE HUNDRED AND TWENTY-FIVE PRI- 
MAKY SCHOOLS, 

‘cattered all over their Territory, 
which are supplied with all needed 
books, etc, from the public funis. It 
also a male seminary, with 
120 students, and a female high 
-ch.ol, with 150 -pupils. its orphans 
are supported aod educated by the 
nation in a fine asytum, and there are 
also public institutions for the blind, 
deaf and dumb. Eoglish is the uni- 
versal laoguage taught ia the schools, 
though many of the parents stick to 
the Indian dialect of their fathers; 
aod | have seen little Cherokees whose 
speech, deportment and p. formance 
ia school would put to shame the 
average chil lren of the States, 

The capital of the Cherokees is lo- 
cated in the most. beautiful part of 
their territory, and is exceedingly well 
out. The population of the place 
is less than one thousand, but there 
are many comfortable dwellings and 
ubstantial business blocks. Lo the 
cetter of the town the Capitol buiid- 
large brick structure—occd pics 
weommanding position in the midst 
of the public square. The seminarks 
apd asylums are all of brick, and well 
Jadaptd to their various purposes. 
There ase three newspapers published 
in the Territory, the Cherokee Advo- 
cate being printed ‘alf and ‘aif 10 
English aod Indian. Religion is about 
equmlly divided between Catbolicista, 
4 Methodism and no religion at all; and 
the order of Masonry flourishes. 

Having a desire to learn something 
heconcernipg the much-talked of cattic 
lewes, Oklahoma, avd “No Man's 
Laud” affairs, your corres;ondent inter- 
viewed the Hon. D. W. Bu-hyhead, 
chief of the Chervkee pation, with the 
fullowing geberal resul.: 

‘There have nev. r be m as many as 
thirty persons at one time in the Cher- 
okee penitentiary, and crime is less 
common among theif own people than 
jn any of the Siates. The majority of 
the reported cases of vivience an 
committed by white people whpb 
remain uolawfully in the territerg, 
pot having been prefmptly removed thy 
the Uhited States officials, sccordidg 
to the treaties with the Cherokees. 
Accatdirg to existing laws, a waite 
family » ay not move into the Terri- 
tory and own iand; but if a w. ite 
man marries an Iodian woman, he 
straighiway becomes a member of the 
tribe to which she belong. and is enti- 
tled to all the netional privileges... Of 
course this is taken advantage of by 
sharpers and frontier outlaws, and 
“society” is rather mixed, with ap 
astonishing conglomeration of nation- 
alities among the rising generation. 

A DODGE THAT WOKKED WELL | 
for getting the benefi of the unrivaled 
prsturage of the Indian Territory 
without violating the laws, was for the 
shrewd “rancher” to set up Lis re-i- 
dence just over the line, in Misseuri, 
Arkansas, Kansas or Texas—where he 
could do business on a grand scale 
'witbout owning foot of land any- 
where, by allowing his cattle, sheep 
and horses to range the rich Territory 
at will, paying the Indians a nominal 
sum fer pasturage if ‘r quired. 

One of the most disturbing ques- 
tions before the Cherokees is the intru- 
sions of persons upon what Is now 
known as ** No-Mao’s Land.” The 
nation coutends that all questions af- 
fecting Aer citizenship are clearly 
within Mer own jurisdiction by the 
terms/of the treaty; while the authori 
tres fof the Uuited States claim the 
+ to be assured that a claimant is 

*% a citizen of the Territory before 
/roceeding to remove him —and 
have eves carried this principle so far 
as to grant certificates of right to the 
privileges of citiz-aship to ‘persons 
whom the naticn has repudiated as 
notso entitled. Of coufse the indig- 
nation is great on the part of the 
Cherokees, though they are. no con 
dition to compel the United States to 
execute the terms of its solemn treaty. 
All the lands east and west of the 
{96° remaining upsoid are conveyed 
and contirmed to the Cherokee Nation 
by pstent from the United States gov- 
ernment, granted in 1838, and cannot 
lawfully be alienated without authority 
from the Cherokee owners. Th: se are 
pet Indian lands in the ordinary use 
of the term—that is, held by Indian 
occupancy title; the United states ex- 
ercised its privilege of extinguishing 
the ludian title to this ‘ section under 
the act of 1830; and, after haviog 
thus fully acquired them, made con 
weyance in fee to the Oherokee Nation. 
The strip called 

NO MAN'S LAND 
ig about 180 miles loug and 34 miles 
wide, containing a littl: more thao 
3,500,000 acres of fine grazing'lana. 
According to the terms of the treaty 
the Cherokees have an undoubted 
right to claim it as part of their do- 
main, aod have leased it for a term of 
twenty years to Major Joho Lyon—so 
long the attorney for the Cherokee 
N stion—who agrees to pay them $30, 
000 anoually, the first payment to be- 
after 
he obtains possession of the land 
But neither the National Council 
nor Major Lyon can obtain possession 
of &% :rom the great ‘number of in- 
truding cattlemen who gre settled 
with their flocks and hertis updno it. 
At the meeting of the Cherokee Coun 
cil last November suits were ordered 
t» be brought against all intruders, 
thus, by bringing the matter into the 
courts, to establish, if possible, the 
Indian title. Thus a lively contest 
will soon he inaugurated over that 
my-terious border land, and the United 
States must either go back oo her 
word of honor or make good her 
promises. to the “red warda” of the 
nation. 

In trying to unravel the tangled 
skein which only time and judiciai 
patience can straighten, I have since 
yeome across an eminent “cattle man” 
who gives the other side of the story. 
He says the ranchers cannet be ousted 
‘from the Indian tract, and have no 
fears regarding the result of legul 
squabbles, because there are two, other 
claimants besides the Cherokees to the 
sate strip of couatry—-one the State 
of Texas and the other Uncle S.muel 
himself. He #ays that the latter will 
insist that No Man's Land was never 
ceded to the Indians, and is sot a 
part of Texas. Just where it does 
belong nobody can tell. Everyone 
who goes there makes « law unto“‘hin- 
self. The railroad does not run 
within seventy five miles of its 
uttermost limits; there is no political 
organization there and no admitted 
jurisdiction on the part of any court, 
hence society is in a free and easy 
state, not quite consistent with per- 
sonal safety. Of course this state of 
things cannot -last forever, and it 
is well that something has oc- 
curred to throw the question 
of its ownership into the courts. The 
ambiguous wording of the Indian 
treaty and the vague manner in which 
the boundary line of Texas was Jefined 
when she came into the Union, will 
cul for extended litigation betore any 
Claimant Can Come po-session. 
Meanwhile the cattle men watch the 
fight with indifference, continuing to 
greze their cattle as in the past, undis- 
turbed by any landlord to ask for 
rental or any government to exact 
taxation.

COVINA A PROSPEROUS SETTLEMENT. 


What is Being Done There-Fine Irrigation 
Ditch and Reservoirs~ The Home of 

the Orange and the Vine- 
A reporter of the Times last week 
visited the upper San Gabriel valley 
and took note of the improvements in 
progress there. The Upper San Ga- 
briel is generally known as Azusa, a 
settiemest which possesses great ad 
vantages in soil, climate, and water 
facilities, but which has not progressed 
as-rapidiy in population or impr. ve- 
ments es its more enterprising neigh- 
bors. The San Gabriel valley has been 
made famous by such progressive set- 
tlements as Pasadena, Alhambra, the 
Old Mission, Duarte, Sierra Midre, and 
several otber points, and it has always 
been @ mystery why Azusa, with all its 
advantag: s—-equal, if not superior, to 
th se of the places above named-—has 
not nvaled them in the march of im- 
provement. 

THE COVINA TRACT. 

But it is oot with Azusa proper that 
this article has principally to deal 
with. About four years ago Mr. J. 58. 
Phillips, a wheat farmer residing oear 
Modesto in the San Joaquin valley, be- 
came aware that his health was becom- 
ing seriously impaired. He had fre- 
quent hemor:bages of the lungs, and 
his physician told him positively that 
he had but a short time to live where 
he was, but he might prolong his life 
by making his hume in the southern 
portion of the State. .So Mr. Phillipeg 
came to Los Angeles and shortly ¢fter 
vis arrival foued bimself in such a 
bad condition that he gave up all hope, 
commenced to put his worldly «ffsirs 
inorder and was soon ready. for the 
end. But the mild, warm climate 
worked wonders id his case. He com. 
meoced improving and in a few months 
he felt so well that he concluded that 
he had received a new iease of life. 
About this time he was attracted by a 
tine tract of 2000 acres of land adjoin- 
ing Agusa, belonging to J. E Holle 
beck. .He found all the conditions o 
climate he desired, a deep, rich soil, 
far surpessing that of Pasadena, and 
possibilities tor irrigation that he de 
termined to impruvye. He purchased 


soon had a delightful plate in the 
midst of an orange grove and vin yard. 
To look at Mr. Phillips to-day, no one 
would ever suspect bim of consump- 
tive tendencies. He looks as robust as 
one could wish and says himself that 
he expects to fill out his full three 
score years and ten: 

THE TRACT PLACED. ON THE MARKET 

About a year age Mr. Phillips con- 
cluded that be bad tuo good a thing to 
keep to himself, so he subdivided his 
truct and placed it oa the market in 
ten-acre lote. He laid out a townsite 
which be named Covina, and soon had 
thé satisfaction of selling some four 
huodred acres in the neighburbood to 
a number of tamilies. A weekly 
newspaper, the Covina Ind: pendent, 
was started, several stores, a black- 
smith shop, feed stable, etc., eatab- 
lished, and the growth of the settic- 
meut was rapid. Some disagreement 
us to water rights argse with the neigh. 
boring settlement of Azusa, but this 
was happily settled to the satisfaction 
of ali parties concerne]. 

SOME FACTS AS TO COVINA, 

Covina is located twenty-two, miles 
from Los Angelcs, five miles from Pu- 
ente station oo the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, and cight miles west of the 
fluurishing setticment of Pomona. It 
is sheltered on the north by the Sierra 
Madre Mountains and is free from fog~ 
and heavy frosts, being expecially 
adapted to persons having weak lungs. 
fhe land is weil adapied to citrus 
fruits, as will be seen further on in 
this article. All the tender vegetables 
grow in profusion, and this section is 
one of the few places in this county 
that supply the San Francisco and Los 
Angeles markets with green peas, 
early potatoes, tomatoes, peppers, «te.. 
in midwinter, The land ss well adapted 
to the raisin and wine grape, as the 
Vineyards on the tract attest. The de- 
ciduous trees—the apple, pear, peach, 
plum, prune, fig, and apricot—al!l do 
weil and produce as abundantly as any 
portion of California. These state- 
ments are all bourne out by thé facts 
as anyone Can satisfy himself by vi-it- 
iug the tract. The various cereals also 
thrive, but will net be of much future 
iMpottance in a settlement so pre em- 
ineutly adapted to fruit-growing as 

vina. 

There is a good schoolhouse on the 
traet which is well conducted. Meth- 
odist services are aleo held every Sab- 
bath in the public hall. There are no 
saluons at Covina, nor will any be per- 
mitted to exist. There is a first clacs 
opening for a good hotel, and to the 
right man extraordinary inducements 
will be offered. A hotel would receive 
liberal patronage and the opportunity 
should be embraced by a wide-awake 
hot 1 man. | 

The postoffice of Covina is named 
Citrus. The San Gabriel Valley Rail- 
road will probably be built directly 
through the settlement the present 
year. The line bas not yet been located 
but the advanteges offered by the Co- 
vipa route cannot be overlooked by the 
company. At all events the line can 
pass Lut a short distance fiom the 
tract. 

GREAT IMPROVEMENT IN PROGRESS. 

The reporter accepted an invitation 
from Mr. Paillips to ride to the San 
Gabriel cafiun, a few miles distant, 
and inspect ‘what is unquestionably 
one of the greatest water improve. 
ments ever undertaken in this county 
Arriving at the cxfioo, the San Gabriel 
river appears, flywing a beautiful 
stream of clear’ water into the valley 
below. At a@ point a short distance 
above the tunnel the Azusa water ditch 
taps the river, taking what is required 
for that settlement. Just above, the 
Azusa Irrigation and Water Devel- 
opment Company have run tunnels 
through solid rock, reaching the river 
at a place where the wat:r can e:sily 
be taken out. The difficulty with 
which this operation has been carried 
to alinost successful compiction cao 
ouly be appreciated by those who have 
seen the work. It is a splendid job, 
and would command the admiration 
of any engine-r. The tunnels are pro 
vided with waste gates, completely 
protecting the ditch. The ditch itself 
is an ¢laborate piece of work, and 
wheu completed will be the finest irri 
vation water-way in Los Angclea 
county. It is'to be seven miles in 
length, and is already completed for 
half the distance. Its capacity is 
5000 inches. The 
every respect constructed 80 that 
it will carry water in the most expe- 
ditious and satisfactory manner. It 
has a lining of cement of the best 
quality, two inches thick, which will 
prevent any seepage. The ditch will 
earry avolume of water ffl -iert to 
irrigate a inrge area. Fifty men we 
at work on the ditch alone, end they 
have made astonishing progress. It 
is expected that it will be completed 
in about six weeks. 

This fine public improvement will 
revolutionize matters in the upper San 
Gabriel Valley. It is a ditch that will 
put to shame the irrigation system of 
Los Angeles, and only can be sur- 
passed by irom pipes as a means of 
carry g water. The cost: per lineal 
foot is about 70 cents, and the 
total cost will reach $25 000.

Mr. Baidridge 
has an orange orchgrd and nursery 
stock qual to the. best in Southern 
California. The trees are young, but 
have made & moet remarkable growth. 
One Washington Navel bud set the 
17th day of September, 1884, now 
stands ten feet in height. Where in 
the world can a better showing be 
made? Mr. Baldridge’s nursery com- 
prises 30,000 trees, all clean, bright, 
and free from scale and insect pests. 
In bis garden are midwinter straw. 
berries and green peas, all grow 


ing and without 
}particle of protection. The San 
Gabriel Valley had just had 


an unusually cold day even for Janu 
ary, the thermome'er stahding 24 de- 
gress one morning, yet, owing to the 
peculiar climatic conditions Of the 
valley nothing was injured matcrially 
At Mr. Baldridge’s piace even the ten- 
der pew growth the orange trees 
were not harmed, aud the flowers 
looked as if they had enjoyed no:h- 
ing but perpetual sunshine.

Such oranges as these are com- 
manded the admiration of the visitors 
and judges atthe New Orleans expo- 
sition and enabled California to get 
away with the first prize in compcti 
tion with Florija. Itis pleasant to see 
fruit large, bright and clean, «and 
groves without a particle of smut or 
scale upon them. This 18 the case at 
Azusa and Covina, and for such fruit 
the market will never fail. Mr. Eck- 
lea’s ora: ges readily bring five cents 
«piece in Chicago, and there is room 
for 500,000 more trees of the same 
kind, the fruit of which would bring 
‘qual prices. At present Mr. Eckles 
is shipping limes to the Sun Francisco 
market which bring him a handsome 
protit. The lime 1s a tres very suscep- 
tible to frost, but not a twig at Covina 
was injured by the recent co 
weather. 

Among other recent arrivals at 
Covina is Danie! Houser, late of Stock- 
on, who has built him a handsome 
house and, will make many unprove 
ments. There is a spirit of enterprise 
noticeable sbout-the place which will 
soon make it one of the liveliest sec 
tious in the county. 

THE TOWN OF COVINA: 

The town of Covina is laid out with 
broad avenues, and is pleasantly lo- 
cated, The business houses at present 
established have a good trade, and 
liberal indocements are offered to 
others to locave there. The price of 
lots ranges from $50 to $100. A neat 
pablic hall, which is also used as 4 
church, has just been completed. 
Cevina is the center of a country 
which is bound to grow, and it is 
likely to become an important busi- 
ness point. 

. THE PRICE OF LAXD. 

The most important consideration 
to the secker after homes is the price 
of land. In that respect Covina of 
fers special inducements. Land at 
Pasadena, Duarte, Alhambra and the 
Oid Mission, of no better, and in many 
Cases not 80 good quality, are readily 
sold for from $150 to $500 an 
acre. At Covina the rice 
ranges from $65 to $100 an acre, 
with plenty of the best land available 
at $75 an »cre. With such an oppor. 
tunity, who will say that the chances 
for land speculation in Southern Cali- 
fornia are goue? Ten years ago lands 
in the Lake Vineyard tr. ct, at Pasa- 
dena, were offered at that price, and 
the investors now would refuse five 
times that amouat for their property, 
not speaking of improvements.

THE JEWS. 


Influence of the Race on 
Civilization, 


A LECTURE BY DR. EMANUEL SCHREIBER 

The Jews of thé Middie Ages--Some of 
_ the Great Names in Jewish 

History: 

Following is a synopsis. of Rev. Dr. 

Schreiber’s lecture on Friday evening, 

January 8th, at the Synagogue: 

The celebrated Professor Schleiden, 


thorities oa botany, said in his pam- 
phlet: “The Spread of Science Among 
the Jews in the Middle Ages” (Leip- 
“All Europe 
had its middle ages, a period of bar- 
barism, of intellectual and moral de- 
cay, a8 deplorable us any that can 
conceived. , Only the Jew formed an 
exception, Despite dispersion aod 
oppression, which often rubbed them 
the simplest rights, nay, the 

right to live, they 

to develop their  intel- 

lectual life without interruption 
to the end of the Middle Ages, pre- 
serving and transmitting to other Da- 
tions the bases of morality and of 
mental life.’ These words, coming 
as they do from a Christian aud 
scholar, bear the stamp of impartial, 
scientific research; and, indeed, his- 
tory bears out this statement. “While 
in the Middie» Ages bishops and 
knights could often not read sod 
write, the Jews diffused the )rodutts 
of mind as quickly as their wares. 
But they were not only medi,tors, but 
vtiginal producers, the fieids of 
scieoce. e more distinguished phi- 
osophers of the Arabian school were 
Jews. I only mention Saadiah Judah 
Halewy, Salomo Ibn Gabivol, Avice 
brom and Maimonides in the twelfth 
century, who has become a teacher of 
Europe, Albertus Magous and Thomas 
Aquinas, whose philosophy was recom- 
mended by Pope Leo XIII, bave 
appropriated to themselves his, bist 
thoughts. As linguists and translators, 
excelled Judah ben Koreish, Mepabem 
ben Saruk, Dusash ben Labrat, Judab 
Chajug, Abulwalid Ibn Ganeach, Na 
than ben Jechiel, Mose Ibn Ezra, the 
families of the Tibbonides, Kimchis 
and Kalonymides, who understood 
theroughiy pot only the Hebrew, but 
the Arabic, Syriac, Greek, Latin, Span- 
ish, Berber, Persian, Assyrian and 
Chaldaic, and made koown, through 
their nslations, the results of 
science to tbe world, As 
ers of jurisprudence, I only mention 
Rabbi Samuel, Rabbi Hai, Isaac 
Halewi and others. The invention by 
the Jews of bilisof exchange and let- 
ters of credit wa» a great improve- 
ment on the narrow-sphered Roman 
law, and extend«d the wholesale trade. 
As to the science of medicine the 
same Schleiden says; “B: fore the rise 
of tbe schools of Montpellier and Saler- 
no, mainly founded by Jews, almo-t 
the only physicians throughout the 
then kaown world were Jews. Princes 
and Cuurchmen who plundered the 
Jews obstinaiely refused, as was the 
esse with Francis I.of France, tw 
accept a Christian, nay eyen bap- 
tise Jew as physician in ordinary. 
As late as the sixteenth century the 
most celebrated physicians were pre- 
ponderatingly Jews.” I only mention 
Avraham Caprit, who indited a com- 
mentary on Hippocrates (thirteenth 
century) and Maimonides, who edited 
Gal-n, sad wrote a compendium of 
medicine and declined to become vhy- 
sician in ordinary of Richard Cour «de 
Leon. 

As astronomers and mathematicians 
I ouly mention Rabpi Gamalizl (2ud 
century), who is said to have used « 
telescope; Jehoshua, who had deter- 
mined the period of a small comet, 
now known as Halley's; Rabbi Sabai 
sl Tabiri, who discovered the refrac- 
tion of light (about 800 p. Chr.); 
Rabbi Abusahal Dunash bea fammim, 
who was the first to employ the new 
Arabic system of notation in making 
his calculations; Rabbi Isaac ben Sid 
(13th century), who directed the new 
astronomical tables known as “Al 
foasine R. Judah Hakohan, 
to whom is ascribed the division ef 
the stats into forty-eight conostella 
tiots; and Levi ben whose 
description of ag.astronomical instru 
ment of his own invention was, at the 
express desire of Pope Clement V1, 
translated into Latin. Kepler made 
every effort to procure: copy of the 
work. 

Whatever kaowledge there was in 
Middie Ayes of botany, we owe indi- 
rectiy to the Jewish physician aod 
vizier, Chasdi ben Isaac Shaprat. 

Not opiy in religious but also in 
goomic aud secular 
distingul hed themselves. I mention 
| Alcbrisi, R Mosis Ezra, Nagrela, 
and especiaily ‘*Immanuel,” the 
friend of Dante, the forerunner of 
Buceacio, aptiy styled the first Hein- 
rich Heine. Among the German 
** Minnensingers”’ of the twelfth cen- 
tury we meet the Jew Tucsskind von 
Trimberg, Two German poets desired 
to contiune Wolfram von Hachenbach's 
“Parsifal,” totlowing the French poem 
of Manesser, but, as they understood 
no French, they had to seek the aid of

In the Spanish school of poets, 
few excelled the Jewesses 
Isabella Correa, Doona Sarah De Jon-

The Jews of the middle ages had 
also their writers on music, Jacob ben 
Jakar in the eleventh and Arkevolte 
in the fifteenth century. And the 
Protestant Reformation owes a grent 
debt of gratitude to the Jews. For, 


Reuchlia, the predecessor of Luther, 
had Jewish teachers, but Luther him. 
self was guided in bis translation of 
the Bible by the Rabbis.- For the 
Franciscan Nicholas de Lyra has in- 
troduced Rashi’s (a great Rabbi in 


Christianity in his “posrtillw,’’ and 
Luther followed Lyra to such an ex- 
tent, that at the time of the Reforma- 
tion the saying was: “Si Lyra non 
lyrasset, Lutherus non saltasset.”

The quicksilver, vola- 
tiliged by the heat, passes out in 
fumes through a three-ioch iron pi 

at the back of the retort. A steady 


pipe outside the building, condenses 
the mercury again and it drops out 
tank at the end, 
whence it is later ladied, to 
be used. over again. In spite 
of all precautions, the monthly waste 
of quicksilver averages about 2000 
nds. Seven tons of the eccentric 
metal are in constant use in the mill. 
Mercury is nuw worth forty-two cents 
per pound. After the quicksilver has 
all Goan evaporated from the retort, 
the furnace is allowed to cool for 
twenty-four hours. Then the silver 
loaf is taken from 
big plumbago crucibles, and run in 
big ms of bullion in iron moulds, the 
bare averaging about 1,500 ounces. 
The Waterman mill is run. by 
an eighty-five horse-power 
gine, and employs about thirty men, 
who work in two-gangs, twelve hours 
each. All around thé foot of the hill 
are big reservoirs full of bright red 
mud, the tailings of the mill. There 
is alsoa dry pulverizer, used chiefly 
to work custom ores. 

Later I may have something to say 
about Daggett and Galico, the centers 
of an enormous mining country, as yet 
barely entering upon development, but 
destined to be wonderfully productive 
in the future. uM.

AGRICULTURAL RESOURCES AND PRO 

DUCTS. 

Thirty-five years ago agriculture 
was almost unknowo in California, 


tries, both present and prospective. 
The adverse opinion I have formed as 
to the policy of raisiog enormous crops 
of cereals in California, to send abroad, 
discounting the future, so to speak, by 
extracting from our fertile soil the ele- 
ments of that fertility and sending it 
out of the country, may be crroneous, 
but I fear not. The facts, however, 
remain. The average snnual*produc- 
tion of cereals for the last five years 
mty be seen by the following esti- 
mate; 
| Wheat, 45,000,000 bushels, valac$50,000_ 000 


Barley, 10,000,000 busbels..... 7,000, 000 
Oats, 3,000,000 bushels........ 2,000,000 
Rye, 300,000 bnshele.... ..... 000 
Buckwheat, 5000 bushels...... 5,000 


The anoual shipment of wheat and 
flour from San Francisco amounts to 
about 1,250,000 tons, of the aggregate 
value of nearly $40,000,000. One mil- 
lion two hundred and fifty thousand 
barrels of flour are made from the 
wheat crop by 200 flouring mille in 
the State, of which 120 are steam, 
while 80 are driven by water. The 
yield of the cereal crop 1s from 20 to 
30 per cent. higher in California than 
in States east of the Mississippi river, 
and there has never been « general 
failure of this crop in the State. 
Almost every kind of vegetabie can 
be grown in California, in some locali- 
| ties without, and in nearly all portions 
of the State with, irrigation. Under 
favorable circumstances they grow 
luxuriantly. some of the vegetables 
raised in our State having been noted 
for their large size. Thus we have 
produced squashes of good quality 
weighing 260 pounds each, 800 pounds 
in one instance having been raised on 
a single vine. We have grown cab- 
bages weighing 50 pounds; 
weighing 118 pounds; watermelons 
weighing 1109 pounds; and carrots, 
turnips and other vegetables of corres- 
ponding size. 
The number of fruit trees in the 
State 1s roughly estimated at 8,000,- 
000, divided as follows: Apple, 2,- 
700,000; peach, 1,200,000; pear, 500,- 
000; plum and prune, 600,000; cherry, 
400,000; apricot, 500,000; orange, 1,- 
600,000; lime and lemon, 500,000. 
Aside from this estimate there are 
several hundred thousand fig trees, 
olive, quince and other fruit-bearing 
trees, not to mention a vast number of 
currant and berry bushes of every de- 
scription. The fruit crop is never 
wholly gathered, large quantities go- 
ing to waste every year. Some of the 
surplus is Cried and canned, and thus 
saved from loss. 
The horned cattle of California now 
number 800,000 head—one-third of 
the number in the State thirty years 
ago; but those remaining are of im- 
proved breeds, a considerable portion 
being kept for dairy purposes, whereas 
formerly Cattle were only valued for 
their hides and tallow. 
Dairying is extensively conducted 
in California. For a number of years 
the production of butter alone has been 
estimated at 11,000,000 pounds, and of 
cheese at 4,000,000 ponads. 
It is estimated that there are 5,000,- 
000 sheep in the State. The wool clip 
is approximately 40,000,000 pounds, 
of an estimated value of $8,000,000 
Grapes and Wine.—Certain exten- 
sive areas in California are specially 
adapted to the culture of the grape. 
The wines are not cenly good, but the 
product is generous. Mr. Wetmore, 
a California authority on the subject, 
estimates that in 1885 70,000 acres of 
vines were in bearing. The vintage 
for 1881 was 12,000,000 gallons; in 
1882 it was 9,000,000 gallons; in 1883, 
9,500,000 gallons. I have not conven- 
ient date for more recent production. 
Honey.—There are 1,000 b-e-keep- 
ers in the State, and 100,000 colonies 
of bees. Each colony produces 200 
pounds of boney annually, or 20,000,- 
000 pounds in all. Of wax each col- 
ony yields five pour ds, or an aggregate 
of 500,000 pounds. The value of the 
wax, at 25 cents per pound, amouats 
to $125,000. The honey is of the best 
quality, and is largely exported to 
Germany, Glasgow, Paris and Liver- 
pool, the bulk of the export going to 
the latter port. Most of the honey so 
exported is first extracted frum the 
b

San Francisco, our principal city, 1s 
destine’ to become one of the largest 
and most important in the world. 
From Acapulco, in Mexico, to the 
Straits of Fuca, there is no other per- 
fect harbor. Here a ship can be sail- 
ed in without a pilot. San Francisco 
is as wel] situated for a manufacturing 
as for acommercial port. Theclimate 
is such that laborers and mechanics, 
artisans, etc., can work every day in 
the year without discomfort, there be- 
ing no extremes of heat and cold. A 
noble navigable bay, without impedi- 
ments, extends east and south many 
miles from San Francisco. The shores 
of the bay sre already settled, and 
villages and garden grounds extend on 
every side. To the east lie the West- 
ern and Middle States and Territories ; 
te the south, Mexico, Central and 
South America; to the north, Oregon, 
Washington Territory, British Coium- 
bia and Alaska; tothe west, and be- 
‘ond the Golden Gate, is the broad 
Pacific, a roadway to Chima, Japan, 
the Indies and Australia, and to the 
islands of theSouth Seas. 

HISTORICAL, 

Events resulting from the advance of 
civilization, within the historic period, 
have opened slowly but ¢@ontinuously 
toward the settlement of the Ameri- 
can continent. What may have hap- 
pengd before the birth of history is 
unknown to us, or we Only giean 
traces of the past from geological 
study, and contemplation of silent 
ruins left by unknown races. The 
remains of the ancient civilizations of 
Chili and Peru appear to antedate 
other American ethnological records, 
and have « curious correspondence to 
the earliest traces of human life in 
Europe and A-ia. It iseven possible, 
and perhaps probabie, that this conti- 
nent was the birthplace of civilization, 
and that Asia and Europe were peo 
pled from America by way of Behr- 
ing’s Straits, in the north, or, still 
more likely, that boafloads of people 
drifted across: the Pacific before the 
trade wiuds from the coast of Pera, 
as ably argued by Charles Wolcott 
Brooks, of San Francisco, in a valua- 
fble paper read before the Calitornia 
Academy of Sciences. Be this as it may, 
in com piling a brief: history of Cali- 
fornia we must confipe our inveetiga- 
tions within the bounds of written 
history.

WARRANTED PRIDE OF CALIFORNIANS.

Asa reward for their indus- | 
try and foresight the pioneer farmers | 
were soon enabled to sell to the 
miners, at exorbitant prices in yellow 
gold, the finest vegetables and fruit. 
They imported bees and set them to 
work gathering sweets from the beau- 
tiful wild flowers of Californis, and 
the stores of honey these industrious 
insects laid up was a new surprise. 
Fields were sown with wheat and 
other cereals, which yielded hand- 
some returns. Fruit trees, experi- 
mentally set out, rewarded the plant- 
ers with abundant crops in the course 
of afew years. In the meantime we 
mude salt, burned lime, made bricks, 
erected saw-mills, tried our hand at 
wool manufacture, built a few miles 
of railroad, and, in a word, as far as 
we were able, or could spare time 
from mining, endeavored to supply 
our growing wants from the native re- 
sources Of the State. 
During the first few years the yield 
of gold did not materially diminish, 
but fatming greatly increased, and 
the agricultural districts gradually 
rose in importance, unti] our noble 
bay was crowded with ships from for- 
eign lands, which bore away to hun- 
gry Europe our enormous surplus 
crops of wheat. Wool and wine be- 
came, also, important factors ia the 
general prosperity of the State. 

GOLD AND ITS INFLUENCE. 

Gold differs from all other metals 
known to man, in having but little in- 
trinsic value beyond whac it derives 
from its scarcity, aad from the exces- 
sive labor required to obtain it. Why 
it should be so much desired and val- 
ued by the human race is a question 
that has puzzled philosophers and 
thinkers from the days of Croesus to 
the present time, and no satisfactory 
solution has been found. Gold is the 
best known medium in which labor 
can be stored. Silver, platinum, cop- 
per and a few other metals share this 
property with gold, but not nearly to 
the same extent. , eS 
Gold is one of the products of a 
country that cannot, under ordinar 
circumstances, over - produced, 
Generally, its worth increases with the 
difficulties of production. It is only 
when it is discovered in unusual 
quantities that it decreases temporarily 
in value. It is to the discovery of 
gold in unusual quantities in Califor- 
nia that we owe the brilliant, almost 
meteoric flight of our State from a 
dreamy, slow-going Mexican depend- 
ency, to its present advanced con‘li- 
tion. 
Mankind, when crowded ether, 
become restive, which leads to dissen- 
sions and wars; when in that condi- 
tion the people become unhealthy, 
and sickness and pestilence follow. 
By these effects the surplus population 
is removed, otherwise they could not 
obtain food enough for their support. 
When gold is discovered in a new lo- 
cality, colonists follow the gold-seek- 
ers, and the pressure is thus relieved. 
The area of fertile land on the earth’s 
surface is ample for the support of 
more than all the inhabitants of the 
world that have lived upon it at any 
one time, it the population had been 
evenly distributed, but there must be 
some strong incentive to overcome the 
indolence of an overcrowded commu- 
nity and the natura! love of home in- 
herent in man. | 
Gold can be produced in California 
for many years to come, but its ex- 
traction 18 annually becoming more 
difficult. There are causes in opera— 
tion which will surely lead to a total 
suspension of its production in the 
State, but the supply will not then be 
exhausted. Od the other hand, labor 
in proportion will become cheaper, 
and the value, or rather the purchasing 
power of the gold; will increase. For 
these reasons mines which years ago 
would not pay to work, are now being 
opened and wrought with profit. These 
remarks apply equally to che gold 
fields of other States and foreign coun- 
tries. 
Unless some new and productive 
gold field is discovered, the value of 
gold will continue to increase, and the 
reaction already commenced, with its 
train of evils, will continue until the 
old condition of low prices, poorly- 
paid labor, and general stagnation re- 
turns. There are those who believe 
that such a change would be an im- 
provement on the present feverish 
high pressure condition of the world, 
But the argument of these important 
questions is foreign to the purpose of 
this report. In view of the fact that 
the diminution in the production of 

1d is the direct cause of the present 
depression of business and the fall of 
prices, it would be « wise policy on 
the part of our people to encourage 
the production of that metal soabund- 
ant in our State, that the inevitable 
return to the former condition may 
be as gradual as possible, and not par- 
take of the nature of acrisis. This 
can be done without the sacrifice of 
any rights of the agricultural ioter- 
ests, if legislation can be effected ia 
the proper spirit, and the general in- 
terest of the whole people be consid- 


red. 

The two important questions, an in- 
creased production. of gold, and the 
impartial distribution of the surplus 
waters of the rivers of the State for 
irngation purposes, should engage the 
attention of our legialators until an 
equitable adjustment is effected. 

For many years California enjoyed 
a golden era in more senses than one, 
during which time our people thought 
themselves better business men than 
their neighbors. While the gold lasted 
they cared but little to compete in 
manufacturing, because they were, to 

& great extent, independent of the 
rest of the world; but the golden 
fruit will no longer fall into our 
hands without the trouble of picking, 
and, while it is a disagreeable fact to 
admit, we are becoming yearly more 
and more dependent on the other 
States and Territories, and can no 
longer defy the law of supply and de- 
mand. If we decide to abandon the 
gold mines we must encourage agri- 
culture and m..nufactures. 
manufacture successfully unless we 
cab compete with prices of other 
countries, including that of labor. 
Otherwise goods can be sold in our 
market cheaper than we can make 
them.

METHODS OF MINING. 

Gold in California is obtained by 
two distinct and separate methods. 
One is called placer mining, which is 
simply collecting free gold from 
natural deposits in which it has been 
concentrated by forces acting slowly 
but continuously through many geo- 
logical ages. The other method is 
known as quartz or vein mining. The 
material worked is quartz, the natural 
matrix for gold. It is assumed that 
the gold in the quartz has been con- 
centrated also by natural causes trom 
the Wall rocks, or the rock formations 
in which the veins have been formed.

The first placer mining in the State 
was simple; it consisted .in washing 
the rich auriferous sediments in 8 
miner’s pan, rocker, sluice, or lon 

tom. When the cream was skimmed, 
and the most accessible placers ex- 
hausted, more force snd more water 
were required to collect the dissemi- 
nated gold. This led to ground sluic- 
ing, in which large and powerful 
streams were conducted through the 
claims,. while the auriferous earth 


shoveled into the torrent. The richer 
sediments gathered by this crude pro- 
cess were further concentrated in 
sluices, and the operation finished in 
the miner’s*pan. This mode of mining 
is not new. In the old work of Agri- 
cola, ‘* De, Re Metallica,” published in 
Latin, in-the year 1621, on folio 270, a 
quaint engraving may be found, ‘in 
which ground-sluicing is represented, 
and upon which our modern method 
isnoimprovement. The slices, rock- 
ers, pans and riffles pictured in that 
ancient volume go far to shoW the 
truth of the saying, “There is nothing 
new under the sun,” 

The next step in advance was “‘boom- 
ing.’ In this operation a large quan- 
tity of water was gathered in a reser- 
vior, and at the‘proper moment 2 flood- 
gate was opened suddenly and the 
whole body of water precipitated on 
thé gold field, thus imitating the tor~ 
rent. that nature employed to do simi- 
lar work, but on @ grander scale: this 
method, too, is old. The process is 
minutely described in “*Pliny’s Natur- 
al History” (Bohn’s edition, vol. 6, fol- 
io 99) and quoted in full in thesecond 
annual report of this office, folio 44. 
The grand culmination of placer 
mining is the hydraulic method. 
“Hydraulic mining,” in which water 
is conveyed for long distances in 
canals, “ditches” to reservoirs, called 
‘pressure boxes,” and from them in 
large iron pipes under great pressure 
to the auriferous deposits, and pro- 
jected in powerful streams through 
nozzles four to nine inches in diame— 
ter, against the banks. The operation 
is assisted by blasts in which: hun- 
dreds of kegs of powder are employed 
in a single operation. As far as I can 
learn, this is a modern and a Califor- 
nia invention. All the details of hy- 
draulic mining, as conducted in Cati- 
fornia, are described in the second an- 
nuai report of this office. So power- 
ful is the force used in hydraulic 
mining that vast quantities of earthy 
matter are transferred from the banks 
to the beds of the river, causing 1- 
convenience and toss to the agricultu- 
rists below, for which reason hy- 
drauliec mining has been 
suspended in the State, to the great 
oss of the community and distress of 
the miners formerly employed ; besides 
destruction of capital, actual aad pros- 
pective, which in the end will amount 
to many millions of dollars. Until 
some method of placer mining is 
devised which will admit of the work- 
ing of the great auriferous beds of 


interests, hydraulic mining in Califor- 
nia must remain suspended. 

Drift mioing is another form of 
placer mining, but in some features 
resembling vein mining. This is rhe 
gathering of gold from the bedrocks 
on which the auriferous gravel banks } 
lie—generally considered as aucient } 
river channels. The rich deposits are 
made accessible by tufinels driven 
into the banks nearly horizontally and 
parallel ta the bedrocks. ‘ From these 
tunnels (drifts) this mode of mining 
takes its name. There being but 
little objection made to drift mining, 
it is likely to be continued as long as 
it is remunerative. 

Quartz is almost invariably crushed 
in mills under heavy stamps; here, 
too, we find that we are but adopting 
a plan of working in con.mon practice 
in the time of Agricola. In his work 
we find figured quartz miils with 
uare stamps almost exactly similer 
to those first introduced into Califor- 
nis. Wehave made great improve- 
ments, but the ideais not new. Even 
washing the blankets, sluices, riffles, 
aprons and other familiar mill appli- 
auces, are figured in this remarkable 
hook. It is curious to-note the small 
proportion of gold which can be ex- 
tracted from quartz with profit in Cal- 


compared with that successfully 
wrought in the Southern States. 
Quartz whieh contains $60 worth of gold 
to theton ot 2000 pounds, which is about 
the highest miiled in the State, is in 
the proportion of one part of gold to 
10,049 parts of quartz, while $6 to the 
ton is equal only to one part of gold to 
100,489 parts of quartz. 
We are now working gold quartz in 
California which yields less than the 
jast example, while in Georgia the 
yield, as shown elsewhere, is still very 
much less. 

The total yield of gold in the State 
-of California bas been variously esti- 
mated. actual yield will never 
be known. The estimate ed 
the State Mining Bureau, including 
1884, is $1,078,685,169. The weight 
of such a mass would be about $3, 
578,203 pounds, or 1,789 tons nearly. 
This eaormous — of gold, if 
melted together, would make a cube 
of about fourteen feet space. A model 
of such an ideal cube was exhibited 
in the California de ent of the 
Exposition, and, small us it seemed, it 
represented the result of thirty-four 
years’ mining, millions of days’ labor, 
dod the loss of many lives. On the 
other hand, the gold represented has 
been an important and powerful fac- 
tor in causing the present prosperity 
and greatness of the American Union. 
The largest yearly product of gold oc- 
curred in 1854, when the yneld was 
about $65,000,000; the smallest yield 
was in 1883, when the production had 
diminished to $13,841,297. The totai

LEAD AND BASE BULLION. 

Lead ranks high as one of the min- 
eral products of the State. The mvtal 
obtained by the crude processes is 
seldom so free from other metals as to 
be sold for pig lead, but is generally, 
to @ greater or less extent, mixed with 
metals of greater value or otherwise, 
and is placed in the market as “ base 
bullion” and sdid to refiners as such.

CHROME ORES. 

Mines of chrome are never in Cali- 
fornia desi by special names, 
like those of gold. silver, copper, lead, 
etc. The reason for this is that the 
ore is found in bun®hes and deposits, 
which are after atime exhaus and 
new localities sought. 
HYDROCARBONS AND MINERAL FUELS. 

Coal and Lignite-—While it cannot 
be denied that true coal does not exist 
in the State, or at least has never been 
discovered, yet a fair yuality of lignite 
has been somewhat largely produced, 
which takes the place, to a certain 
extent, of more valuable and use- 
ful coal, and which, although a rather 
poor substitute, 1s better 
and serves many useful purposes. 
From 1860 to June, 1884, the yield of 
the Mount Diablo mines alone was 
2,570,461 tons. 
Petroleum.—In view of the fact that 
California is poor in natural fuels of 


State. The area over which pe- 
troleum, asphal-um, maltha and other 
hydrocarbons are found is large. Al- 
ready 388,000 barrels of crude oil. have 
been pumped from the various wells. 
The oil is ming more and more 
generall y“atilized. 

Asphaitum is mined and used quite 
extensively in California. The annual 
consumption and production is esti- 
mated at 3,500 tons, and the price is 
from $9 to $11, according to quality 
and market. Considerable attention 
has been paid to its use for pavements, 
and a number of useful inventions 
have been made. 


BORAX. 
This mineral is largely produced in 
California. The total yield of the 
State to April 30, 1884, was 23,113, 
286 pounds. At the World’s Fair in 
New Orleans last year the San Bernar- 
dino Borax Company of this State 
made a special exhibit of refined Cai- 
fornia borax, and Wm. T. Coleman 
showed some magnificent crystallized 
evida borax refined in Oakland. 
MANGANESE. 

Ores of manganese are abundant in 
the State. They. are used in glass 
makiag, im chemical operations, for 
bleaching, and in the extraction of

ROCKS AND BUILDING STONES. 

Building materials are very abund- 
ant in California, and can be obtained 
in nearly every part of the State. At 
Mokelumne Hill, in Calaveras county, 
and at St. Helena, Napa county, a 
tufaceons volcanic or solfataric stone 
has been utilized with, great sat- 
isfaction, and some beautiful 
as well as durable buildings erected. 
This stone is so soft when first 
quarried that it may be fashioved with 
axes, and with time it hardens. It ig 
likely to prove as useful and valuable 
as it is extensive. Granite is some- 
what also used for foundations, and a 
few buildings.of that materiel have 
been erected. It is now well known 
that beautiful marbles sbound in the 
State, but they are not as yet generally 
utilized. Brick of the very best quali- 
ly are cheaply produced, and neo 
fine buildings are being erected of 
excellent and most durable material. 

OTHER MATERIALS. 

The following 1s a list of minerals 
of lesser value which have been pro- 
duced in the State in considerable 
quantities, with figures showing the

Salt, annual yield bay t, 40, 
tons; sulphur, snoual yield, 1,881,697 
pounds; lime, annual yield, 2,757,742 
barrels. Gypsum and chrome iron 
are largely produced, but no reliable 
figures can be given. 

The State is also rich in other eco- 
nonomic minerals which will eventu- 
ally be worked, and which can be 
found when wanted. The following 
are worthy of special notice: Barite, 
bismuth: ores, clays, diamonds, feld- 
spar, kaolin, magnesian minerals, 
mineral and alkaline waters, ochre, 
platinum, quartz sands, zincores, etc.
